One great, or it deed chief, 
object of the department in dealing with the 
Indians should be and is to induce them to 
become self-supporting, That they can 
never become so without adequate means 18 
apparent, and not less so, that if they are 
ever to have those means they must be pro- 
vided with them’ by government, Aa intelli 
yent and enecgetic white man placed in 
their circumstances would find it almost or 
altogether impossible to rise in .ife by his 
own exertions. How then can the Indians, 
knowing nothing of the art of work, and 
| sadly lacking in the necessary energy, be ex-

AT every session of parliament for the past 
three or four years there has been a re-vote 
of thesnm of £19,000 for the erection of a 
lunatic asylum in the North-West.
